The summary 
for the internal police department inves- 
tigation boldly declared that "we were 
not there and cannot make judgements 
about an officer's decisions to do certain 
things." It found "no major faults with 
any of the officer's actions" and not sur- 
prisingly recommended that no disciplinary 
action be taken against any of the cops 
involved. However, even Police Chief 
Dye couldn't swallow this blatant white- 
wash of the killing. Probably with an 
eye to defusing some of the political ten- 
sion which would inevitably result, Dye 
decided to slap Pat Mill's wrist for fall- 
ing down on the job, She was suspended 
without pay for 15 days, ordered to be 
retrained in police procedures, and reas- 
signed to a desk job for six months.

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EL SALVADOR "TERRORISTS" 


Once again the U.S. government 
has unrelentingly stood its ground 
to confront the evil face of "inter- 
national terrorism."

THE NETHERLANDS © 


ANTON CONSTANDSE, 1899-1985 

Anton Constandse, one of the 
foremost theorists and activists of 
the Dutch anarchist movement died 
on the 23rd of March. A life-long 
anarchist and prolific writer, 
Constandse made major contributions 
to the development of the movement 
in the Netherlands, and like others 
of his age he was rediscovered in 
the nineteen-sixties by capitalist 
publishing houses cashing in on the 
growing anarchist movement. His 
works have not been out of print 
since. 

During the Spanish revolution 
Constandse was active in Barcelona 


despite the fact that he was a life- ~ 


long pacifist. During the Second 
World War he was imprisoned by the 
Nazis in Germany. Unfortunately the 
vast majority of his work remains 
unavailable to us, having never been 
translated into English. During his 
life he wrote over one hundred books 
and pamphlets, and five thousand 
articles in addition to addressing 
quite literally thousands of public 
meetings. At the time of his death 
he was an editor of the anarchist 
magazine DE AS.

SPAIN 


In Sagunto, Spain 2,000 agri- 
cultural workers held a_ weeklong 
demonstration before Easter in pro- 
test at the heavy unemployment 
caused by the failure of the orange 
crop. The anarcho-syndicalist union 
in Spain, the National Confederation 
of Labor (C.N.T.) called the protest 
which blocked off main streets and 
involved running battles with the 
police. The farmworkers’ later 
called for a ome-day strike in the 
region. The strike shut down shops 
and businesses in four towns and 
forced authorities to take notice 
of their demands: 100% unemployment 
compensation for the unemployed, 
more land and money for the creation 
of worker's cooperatives and employ- 
ment programs for the young. The 
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the first such strike since Franco's 
death, and the first ever against 
a "leftist" government. Although 
not. complete in Madrid and the sur- 
rounding Castille area, in tradi- 
tional areas of working class mili- 
tancy like Barcelona and Bilbao 
there was an absolute shutdown.

ARGENTINA 


After the Falklands/Malvinas 
war between Argentina and Britain 
in 1982 the Argentine military dic- 
tatorship was discredited and the 
"dirty war" of anonymous police and 
military executions, torture and 
"disappearances" wound down. . In the 
relative f¥eedom which followed the 
Argentine anarchist movement has 
begun re-establishing itself. The 
legendary F.0.R.A. (Argentine sec- 
tion of the anarcho-syndicalist 
International Workers Association) 
still exists though its importance 
is minimal. The Federacion Liber- 
taria Argentina has organized in 
Buenos Aires. In the second-largest 
city, Rosario, the Libertarian 
Socialist Union has organized and 
is affiliated with the F.L.A. Other 
cities with anarchist groups include 
Cordoba, Mar del Plata, Santa Fe, 
and Avellaneda. 

The first paper to re-appear 
was LA PROTESTA (founded in 1897).

Anarchists in Athens and Thes- 
salonika have been attacked by Greek 
police during the recent election 
campaign in which the Socialists, 
led by Papandreous, wanted to appear 
as the "law and order" party. 

Demonstrations against the 
authority of the state and the 
police were banned and resulting 
protests ended with vicious street 
fighting. Eleven arrests’ and the 
shooting of one protestor (who was 
in critical condition) have sparked 
more protests. Two buildings at 
Athens University were occupied in 
protest against police attacks. One 
hundred anarchists and autonomists 
who occupied the chemistry building 
threatened to blow it up if those 
arrested in the wave of demonstra- 
tions and protests were not re- 
leased. They held the building 
for four days against a seige of up 
to 2,000 policemen who were in turn 
being continually attacked from be-

SWITZERLAND 


During the last summer (1984) 
the small Swiss town of Winterthur 
came to life.

As the attacks increased 
in number and gravity the media 
staged a witch-hunt to restore "law 
and order." By November the police 
counted 6 bombings, 30 fire-bomb 
attacks, and a few hundred cases of 
"criminal damage" (slashed tires, 
graffiti, etc.). One of the bombs 
went off in the police minister's 
house, and he resigned a few weeks 


later. The targets were banks, com- 
puter centers, military buildings, 
etc. 


On November 20th, 100 police 
raided 3 houses in Winterthur. Twen- 
ty-nine local anarchists were 
arrested and locked up in isolation 
units in separate prisons scattered 
all over Switzerland. One month 
later, 13 people were still impri- 
soned. Then on December 18th, Gabi, 
one of the prisoners, was found 
hanged in her cell. After her "sui- 
cide" (or more likely her murder), 
all but five people were released. 
Three others were released after 11 


weeks, two of them on bail of about 
$4 ,000. 
Meanwhile solidarity actions 


were happening all over the country.

test at the heavy unemployment 
caused by the failure of the orange 
crop. The anarcho-syndicalist union 
in Spain, the National Confederation 
of Labor (C.N.T.) called the protest 


which blocked off main streets and > 


involved running battles with the 
police. The farmworkers’ later 
called for a one-day strike in the 
region. The strike shut down shops 
and businesses in four towns and 
forced authorities to take notice 
of their demands: 100% unemployment 
compensation for the unemployed, 
more land and money for the creation 
of worker's cooperatives and employ- 
ment programs for the young. The 
socialist and communist unions did 
not support the struggle. 

More recently, on June 20th, 
a 24-hour general strike organized 
by groups including the anarcho- 
syndicalist £.N.T., communists and 
some socialists hit Spain. It was 
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begun re-establishing itself. The 
legendary F.0.R.A. (Argentine sec- 
tion of the anarcho-syndicalist 
International Workers Association) 
still exists though its importance 
is minimal. The Federacion Liber- 
taria Argentina has organized in 
Buenos Aires. In the second-largest 
city, Rosario, the Libertarian 
Socialist Union has organized and 
is affiliated with the F.L.-A. Other 
cities with anarchist groups include 
Cordoba, Mar del Plata, Santa Fe, 
and Avellaneda. 

The first paper to re-appear 
was LA PROTESTA (founded in 1897).

Well, maybe. Maybe, because the U.S. 
government has so far built only 395 miles 
of the fence. The last 5 miles of fencing 
was halted by the direct action, primarily 
by Navajo Women, of some of those to be 
removed. 

The land in question is located in the 
northeastern section of Arizona, a territory 
which includes both the Hopi and Navajo 
Reservations. The fence isolates Big Moun- 
tain from the surrounding area. Big Moun- 
tain is situated at the center of the four 
sacred mountains (Hesperus and Blanca Peaks 
in Colorado, Mt. Taylor in New Mexico, and 
the San Francisco Peaks in Arizona) and is 
sacred to both the Navajo and Hopi. Big 
Mountain is a female, healing mountain. It 
is known to the natives as the Mother. 

The Hopi and Navajo have lived in har- 
mony with each other and the land on the 
mountain and surrounding area for over four 
centuries. Intermarriage has made it impos- 
sible, in many instances, to determine if 
a person living there is Navajo or Hopi. The 
people of both tribes say there never has 
been and is not now any land dispute. 

In 1868 a treaty was signed between 
the Navajo People and the U.S. government 


establishing the Navajo Reservation, primar- 
ily in what is now Arizona but inclucing 
parts of Colorado, Utah, and New Mexico 
in the Four Corners area. 

Fourteen years later, in 1882, the Hopi 
Reservation was established for the exclu- 
sive use of the Hopi and such other Indians 
as the Secretary ot the Interior settled 
there. It is located in the south cen- 
tral portion of, and is surrounded by, the 
Navajo Reservation. Over time, in a series 
of rulings by the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
the villages on the mesa tops of the Hopi 
Reservation and the 640,000 _ surrounding 
acres were designated as the only exclusive 
Hopi land within the 1882 Reservation. The 
remaining 1.8 million acres of the 1882 Re- 
servation were to be used by both the Hopi 
and Navajo and came to be known as the 
Joint Use Area. The Hopi have traditionally 
gathered together in villages while the 
Navajo have lived in widely-scattered ex- 
tended family groups, grazing sheep, cattle, 
and goats. The Navajo and Hopi have shared 
the land peacefully under this arrangement. 

In 1923, acting under instructions from 
the Standard Oil Company, The Bureau of 
Indian Affairs invented the Navajo Tribal 
Council. The Council consisted of five In- 
dians and was set up so that Standard Oil 
could acquire mineral rights on the Navajo 
land by dealing with a few "right-thinking" 
Indians rather than the Navajo People who 
considered their land sacred. Subsequently 
a Hopi Tribal Council was invented, also by 
the B.I.A. 

In the 1940's it was discovered that 
there are vast mineral deposits under both 
the Hopi and Navajo Reservations. Aquisi- 
tion of mineral rights to the land designated 
exclusively for either tribe did not present 
a problem to the energy monopoly. But 
acquisition of rights to the Joint Use Area 
(3/4 of the Hopi Reservation), not design- 
ated for exclusive use by either tribe, did. 
The B.I.A.'s solution to the problem of joint 


use was to invent a land dispute between 
the ‘two tribes which it claimed had origin- 
ated with the designation of the Hopi Reser- 
vation in 1882. This, despite the peaceful 
joint use of the land by the two tribes since 
the time of Columbus and before. 

In 1962 the B.I.A. used the invented 
vland dispute to justify an economic boycott 
of the area, freezing construction, repairs, 
and improvements to homes, property, 
schools, roads, and health facilities, 
and causing tremendous hardship to 
those living in the area. In addition, the 
B.I.A. imposed a 90% reduction in livestock. 
Herding stock is the only means by which 
many in the areaearn their living. When this 
did not have the desired effect (forcing 
everyone off the land), Congress passed the 
Navajo-Hopi Land Settlement Act of 1974, 
dividing the Joint Use Area into two separ- 
ate tribal territories. This allowed the ac- 
quisition of mineral rights to the land from 
the tribal councils by the energy monopoly. 

Administrative policies subsequent to the 
Act (but not the Act itself) call for the 
removal of 14,000 people from their ancest- 
ral land. Many of the people to be removed 
come from very remote areas, having spent 
their lives herding sheep. Many don't read, 
write, speak, or understand English and don't 
understand bills and rent. They understand 
only the natural laws or prayers, ‘ceremony, 
and song, and don't understand the white 
man's laws or the tribal council's laws. 
These people have been or are to be re- 
moved to the racist, hostile towns and cities 
surrounding the Reservations. 

A Relocation Commission was set up 
to facilitate this removal. The Commission 
provides those to be removed with land and 
a house in a town often more than 100 
miles from their ancestral home. An invest- 
igation, in 1984, of the 140 families who had 
been removed to Flagstaff, revealed that 
nearly half no longer owned the homes which

Leonard Peltier ........ 


"The only thing I am guilty of is trying 
to help my people. For this it is very pos- 
sible I will spend the rest of my life in 
prison." --- Leonard Peltier, P.O.W. 


Since the days when the first Europ- 
eans stepped upon the land now known as 
AmeriKKKa and instituted their social dis- 
ease, statism, the Native People have resist- 
ed European domination, robbery and mas- 
sive genocide. The fight goes on today in 
places like the Paha Sapa (Black Hills), 
where members of the Oglala Lakota and 
the American Indian Movement (A.I.M.) have 
reclaimed some of the stolen land and estab- 
lished a traditional village. In the southwest 
the Dine and the Hopi are resisting the most. 
serious threat to their survival in 100 years, 
And then in Montana, the Northern Cheyenne 
are struggling for survival of their homelands 
against ARCO and other multi-national cor- 
porations. These are but three examples of 
modern Indian resistance. With a little look- 
ing around you will find many oher exam- 
ples. 

Given this resistance to Europeanization, 
the difficulty many Indians have living in 
statist society, and the overwhelming racism 
against Indians, a high percentage of Indians 
find themselves incarcerated in prison. This 
article is about one such imprisoned resister, 
Gwarth-ee-Lass, Leonard Peltier, prisoner 
of war of the Lakota people, A.I.M. activist, 
and pipe carrier.

They inva- 
ded Pine Ridge and Rosebud Reservations, 
sacking houses and seizing 364 people for 
interrogation. 

The sundance was moved to the Rose- 
bud Reservation and on the*morning of Sept. 
5, 100 F.B.I. goons attacked the new camp. 
Amongst those who were arrested was Anna 
Mae Aquash, a 27-year-old Micmac Indian 
woman from Nova Scotia, who had been part 
of the Wounded Knee Action. Aquash later 
testified, "I saw F.B.I. agents standing there 
with M-16's and pistols. They just came in 
and -Idon't know the correct word to use- 
raided, or busted, or just pillaged...you know 
they were just all over the place, dumping 
things and just tearing things apart." Aquash 
was told that she could clear herself if she 
named names. To which she answered, "You 
can shoot me or put me in jail. Those are 
the two choices I am taking." Then F.B.I. 
agent David Price told Aquash that he would 
see her dead within a year. On February 
24, 1976, a rancher found the decomposing 
body of Anna Mae Aquash, who had been 
shot in the back of the head. Since that 
time 12 supporters of Leonard Peltier have 
been murdered, 

Five months after the death of the two 
F.B.I. invaders, Bob Robideau, Dino Butler, 
Jimmy Eagle, and Leonard Peltier were in- 
dicted for aiding and ‘abetting the so-called 
"murders." Both Robideau and _ Butler 


pleaded self-defense and were acquitted. 
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The charges against Jimmy Eagle were drop- 
ped. Leonard was extradited from Canada 
where he had been held in chains in solitary 
confinement in Oakalla Prison. Leonard was 


tried and found guilty on false and fabricat-- 


ed evidence and by the racism of the judge 
and jury. 

Leonard's case has gone through years 
of appeals through the courts. His case is 
now. before the U.S. 8th Circuit Court of 
Appeals. This is Leonard’ last chance for a 
new trial. On May 22, 1985 U.S. District 
Court Judge Paul Benson denied Leonard's 
motion for a new trial even though it was 
proved that the F.B.I. had tampered with 
evidence. This decision is now being appealed 
to the 8th Circuit Court of Appeals. Leon- 
ard's lawyers filed new briefs and motions 
on July 15. On July 14 there was a massive 


rally in front of the federal court house ”

nation." The F.B.I. is merely acting as a 
"colonial police force." He went on to say: 
"When you're conquered, the people you're 
conquered by dictate your future. This is a 
basic philosophy of mine. If I'm part of a 
conquered nation, then I've got to yield to 
authority." With this in mind the story of 
Leonard Peltier is easy to understand. 

The Pine Ridge Reservation has an un- 
employment rate of over 85% and there had 
been over two hundered murders _ before 
A.I.M. was asked to come to Pine Ridge by 
the elders of the Lakota Nation. In the sum- 
mer of 1975 Leonard and other Lakota 
“ A.IL.M. members set up a sweat lodge near 
some of the elders in preparation for a sun 
dance that August. On June 26th the F.B.I. 
invaded Laketa land at Pine Ridge on the 
pretext of merely wanting to serve a war- 
rant on Jimmy Eagle, a teenager accused 
of trying to steal a pair of boots. FBG 
agents opened fire on a house near where 
the sweatlodge was being built. The Lakotas 
fought back and two F.B.I. agents were il- 
led and one defender, Joseph Stuntz, was 
killed. The following day 175 F.B.I. agents

had been provided for them. Many, with no 
skills marketable to the capitalist, author- 
itarian community, had been forced to sell 
in order to pay taxes, utilities, food, and 
transportation.

Whether or not an "official" investi- 
gation admits that the killing of Kimberly 
Linzie was unjustified, there remains the 
question of how to avoid such incidents in 
the future. There are at least two options 
which might help avoid unnecessary police 
violence in Columbia. One is better train- 
ing for police. However, while this idea 
may be well-intended, it is fundamentally 
flawed. Another option would involve the 
encouragement of local initiative and 
social change. This option would require 
more commitment and community participa- 
tion, but its potential results might be 
well worth the extra efforts required. 

Even the dbest-trained police are still 
subject to social conditions. In fact, the 
function of the police is to maintain 
things as they are, to uphold "law and 
order." The laws at present are generally 
made and evaded by those with great wealth 
and power, and our social order is permeat- 
ed with special privilege, economic inse- 
curity, and discrimination. Though certain 
officers may have good intentions, the main 
police function is to impose this "law and 
order" which is profitable to the few, over 
the social motifs which communities and in- 
dividuals attempt to create in the course 
of everyday life. There is no place where 
police are so well-trained that they can 
control crime because crime is largely 
generated from the very social structure 
the police are legally bound to defend. 

Police in Columbia learn from their 
surroundings. They notice certain people 
serve time if arrested while others have 
money and good lawyers. Perceptive police 
may note that some rezoning and development 
schemes require great expenditure of city 
funds and seriously degrade certain neigh- 
borhoods. Yet, no matter how’ loud the lo- 
cal opposition, if certain people with mo- 


eeds the police? 





ney are behind these schemes they succeed. 
An astute cop may observe that gross over- 
charge by stores or utilities is permitted. 
But since the law protects this sort of 
business activity, the police are more ex- 
cited over an allegedly stolen car than 
many thousands of dollars daily expropriat- 
ed from citizens through overcharge and 
taxation. In moments of crisis, officers 
find it more plausible to arrest or shoot 
a Kim Linzie (poor, brown, and juvenile of- 
fender), than a John Westlund (successful, 
white, former mayor who resigned when an 
audit shadowed his integrity). This state 
of affairs will continue no matter how many 
well-trained police we have as long as mo- 
ney and hierarchical position determine who 
is important and who is not. 

However, the issue is more complex 
than the police being controlled by laws 
unfavorable to special interests or indivi- 
duals. The police also find it easier to 
shoot someone like Kim Linzie rather than 
someone like Richard Nixon because so many 
ordinary citizens identify with the rich 
and powerful. We are more likely to abuse 
friends, neighbors, and co-workers than to 
hold accountable the people, or change the 
conditions, which drive. us to frustrated 
cruelty. Rather than working together to 
create a city in which police are increas- 
ingly unnecessary, many simply complicate 
problems by invoking police intervention. 
Because we're conditioned to dependency and 
separation, we tend to rely on legal and 
economic structures which alienate us from 
each other and systematically steal our 
time and money. (Think of how often you've 
looked at your paycheck stub, utility bill, 
or receipt and said, "This is a rip-off!")

Ten years ago this month the Columbia Anar- 
chist League hosted the first midwest anarchist 
gathering (at least it was the first to our know- 
ledge).

liars can figure.” Whether one counts U.S. warheads 
alone or adds NATO and French missiles to the total, 
whether the Strategic weapons are land-based or on 
subs and bombers, it has generally been recognized 
that if the nuclear balance of destruction is upset, it 
could lead to the disadvantaged side launching a “‘use 
them or lose them” pre-emptive first strike. 

However, destabilization is just the course the U.S. 
is following by instituting its new weapons systems. 
The Pershing and cruise deployment in Europe which 
places missiles 14 minutes from the Soviet heartland 
is provocation enough, but as bad, or perhaps worse, 
the MX and Trident are designed to deliver crushing 
strikes with pinpoint accuracy at Russian underground 
missile silos. 

According to Howard Morland of the Coalition for 
a New Foreign and Military Policy, an American first 
strike today would destroy less than one-third of the 
Soviet land-based missile silos, still permitting a mas- 
sive retaliatory strike against the U.S. However, with 
Trident and MX in place, strategists estimate that a 
first strike could take out 98% of those silos and since 
two-thirds of the Soviet warheads are land-based, this 
would drastically reduce their retaliatory capacity. 

On the other hand, U.S. strategic warheads are 
spread equally between ICBMs, flight-ready bombers, 
and subs (the so-called Triad), a deployment which re- 
duces a similar vulnerability to American delivery sys- 


tems. The Soviet’s powerful, but rather clumsy de- 
fense nework can only be maintained through the se- 
curity of their missile sites and this is exactly what the 
Reagan war plans put at risk. 

In the March 16, 1985, The Nation, Morland esti- 
mates that by 1995, if all of Reagan’s “modernization” 
programs are funded by Congress and are operational, 
the number of Soviet warheads which would survive a 
U.S. first strike would be reduced from tens of thou- 
sands to a ‘’‘managable”’ 700. This is where the seem- 
ingly ‘‘impractical’’ Star Wars system is employed. The 
severely reduced number of warheads that a devastat- 
ed Soviet Union could launch in retaliation would 
then be a figure ostensibly containable by the SDI net- 
work (give or take five or ten which might slip 
through to Detroit and Chicago). 


Ready For War 

All politicians know that massive arms build-ups 
are always the precursors of war. To the Russians, 
watching the U.S. arm to the teeth all the while claim- 
ing to be militarily inferior to the Soviets, and victim 
of Soviet aggression, must be terribly reminiscent of 
the period directly preceding World War I! when Stal- 
in and the Russian people viewed the German Wehr- 
macht and Luftmacht go through an identical process. 
The question is whether Moscow will sit still for a sec- 
ond time while their destruction is being engineered 
and so openly discussed by their avowed enemies. 

The question is whether Reagan and the generals 
are actually planning what Western capital has dream- 
ed of since 1917: defeating once and for all the men- 
ace from the East. Or do they see Star Wars, MX and 


the rest as gambits within the inter-imperial politico- 
military rivalries, that, if successful, would give the 
American empire the hegemony it seeks. The prob- 
lem is that the bureacracies of power seem oblivious 
to the risks inherent in their dangerous strategies and 
the terrible fear that both sides once expressed for nu- 
clear confrontation recede as plans for warfighting be- 


gin to dominate strategic thinking. 


To say that sanity militates against such a view 
brings little comfort, yet even the most war-crazed of 
the rulers must realize that even with the most exact- 
ing technology (a joke in itself), it would be impossi- 
ble for the United States to emerge unscathed from a 
nuclear exchange no matter how limited. Even if it 
was “‘possible,’” enough has been written on the ef- 
fects of a nuclear winter to make even a “victory” 
over the Soviets ring hollow as dust and radioactive 
fall-out would begin circling the globe from a destroy- 
ed Russia back to the U.S. 

Fortunately, the people of the world are not sit- 
ting idly by waiting passively for their annihilation. 
The signs of opposition are plentiful, but more is 
needed. The peace movements of the world continue 
to be blind to the total system which produces a world 
world of war and instead lurch from crisis to crisis, 
war to war, hoping ‘‘common sense’’ will prevail 
among the world leaders—something which has never 
previously occured. War and the nation state are syn- 
onymous. If we desire to live a life of peace, we can’t 
work for the elimination of war without striking at 
its cause. 

We know what the rulers plan, how about us? 


Star Wars 
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U.S. PLANS DEATH STAR 


edia commentators have grown so fond of 
labeling President Reagan's mad scheme for 
? Nee placing laser and particle beam weapons in 
space ‘’Star Wars,’’ that it is hard to see why they 
have failed to extend the movie analogy logically for- 
ward and call the Strategic Defense Initiative (SD!) 
by a more appropriate name emanating from the same 
movie—’’The Death Star.”’ Also, the prez certainly 
makes a better Darth Vader than a Luke Skywalker. 
The Death Star, you may recall, was an artificial 
asteroid whose entire complex mechanism was a mas- 


sive weapon of destruction geared to obliterate the en- 


emies of the Empire. The Reagan administration sees 
its SDI plan similarly: a grandiose dream of defeating 
the Soviet Union in an exchange of nuclear weapons 
which would allow the U.S. to emerge victorious and 
relatively unscathed, protected beneath a shield of 
space-age weaponry. Just as Vader's asteroid was no- 
thing but an engine of war, so increasingly does the 
United States become a totally garrisonized warrior 
nation with an economy and ideology geared to a per- 
petual military posture. 

The prevailing psychosis present in the ruling circ- 
les during the current war drive has the Reaganite un- 
derlings and generals fairly drooling at the prospect of 
the final confrontation with the Soviets. Previously, 
during other presidencies, these crackpots in the 
White House and the Pentagon were leashed by the 
governing balance of terror concept, aptly named 
MAD (Mutually Assured Destruction), which at least 
gave the appearance of never permitting actual war- 


fighting without accepting the devastation of one’s 
own country. 

The proposed Star Wars (or Death Star) tech- 
nology stands on the threshold of casting aside the 
“shackles” of MAD and providing a war scenario for 
the generals which could paralyze the Soviet Union’s 
retaliatory ability with a pre-emptive first strike, and 
has the military madmen sweating with anticipation. 
Most liberal critics, befuddled as usual, argue against 
the space weapons on the basis that “it won’t work.” 
They object that Star Wars is a system that can never 
be tested except at the time of actual conflict, that it 
will depend on over 10 million lines of error-free com- 
puter code, and point out that even the strongest pro- 
ponents admit it would only stop 94% of incoming 
Soviet missiles allowing the U.S. to be hit by enough 
warheads to obliterate the country. While true within 
this limited context, they fail miserably to understand 
the warfighting strategy being developed. 


Enhanced the Myth of Defensive Weaponry 

The Pentagon war planners have never reconciled 
themselves to the restraints of MAD after enjoying 20 
years of unrivaled nuclear superiority. During that 
time the U.S. had used atomic weapons at the close of 


one inter-imperial conflict, and, at the start of another, 


has used the threat of them against the Soviets and 
their allies during crises situations ranging from Berlin 
to Vietnam. Following the Soviet development of 
comparable strategic weapons and the firm establish- 
ment of MAD, the U.S. increased the propagation of 
several myths central to the war system—that our 
weapons are solely defensive, that it is vs who is at 
risk from Soviet ‘’aggression,’’ and that it is the Rus- 
sians who enjoy the strategic advantages (JFK’s phon- 
ey “missile gap’’ or Reagan’s equally duplicit “window 
of vulnerability’). The promotion of Reagan’s Star 


Wars system has actually enhanced the myth of de- 
fensive weaponry since he has shrouded it in sac- 
chrine speeches about ending the nuclear threat. 

The key to seeing through the official mythology 
is to realize that none of the recent plans ‘‘to modern- 
ize U.S. strategic forces’ can be viewed in isolation 
from the totality of the American weapons system. 
When the SDI is linked with the destabilizing deploy- 


“ment of the MX, D-5 Trident, Midgetman, cruise and 


Pershing missiles, the Russians quite correctly perceive 
the creation of a U.S. first-strike capability which 
would again place them in a pre-MAD position of vul- 
nerability. The crisis for this era is that the Soviets 
have stated quite emphatically that they will not allow 
this uneven balance of forces to re-develop, and Rea- 
gan’s intransigent postion on Star Wars at the current 
Geneva arms talks has only added to their consterna- 
tion and suspicion.
